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EXPLANATION OF TAAGHGT ! 

ITS TYPES AND HOW TO REJECT THEM. AND ALSO WE WILL 
COVER MORE TOPICS LIKE DEMOCRACY AND ELECTION.

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A'oozu billaahi Minash-Shaitaanir Rajeem, Bismillaahir Rahmaanir-Raheem. 

Alhumdulillaahi Rabbil 'Aalameen, Was-Salaatu Was-Salaamu Alaa Muhammad 
Wa "Alaa Aalihi Wa Sahbihi Wa Sallama Tasleeman Kaseera. Amma ba'd ! 

There are many hidden issues with regards to Islaam which are not told by many 
scholars these days due to many reasons. And one of the issue is about Taaghut 
and its types. Allaah has sent all the messengers with a purpose and mission and 
that is to make people worship Allaah alone and avoid Taaghut. 

As Allaah said in the Qur-aan: "And we have sent into every nation a messenger 
(saying) worship Allaah and avoid the Taaghut..." [Surah An-Nahl: 36] 

The main purpose and mission of all the Prophets sent by Allaah was to call people 
to worship Allaah alone and to avoid/reject Taaghut (false gods). 

Sadly, we're just saying people to worship Allaah but not warning them to Avoid 
and reject the Taaghut for which all the messengers were sent. 

The Mushrikeen (polytheists) of Makkah also believe in Allaah then why 
are they called Mushrikeen ? 

Because, they don't reject the Taaghut. They worship Allaah but they also worship 
laat, Uzzah these were the TawaaghTt of that era and they (i.e., polytheists of 
Makkah) worship them. They didn't reject the Taaghut that's why they are 
Mushrikeen not Muslims. 
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One cannot become Muslim unless he/she rejects the Taaghut then believe in 
Allaah. This is the procedure to become Muslim and you've to follow this way 
otherwise you're just deceiving yourself. [Surah An-Nahl: 36] 

So it's clear now that Allaah has sent into every nation to make people aware 
about Taaghut. As Allaah said, avoid Taaghut. When can we avoid anything ? 

The answer is when we come to know it's meaning and it's effect. 

We'll take the example of Fire. I hope You know what fire is and what is it's effect. 

If we go close to it we'll feel the heat and if we touch it we'll be effected and our 
hands will be burned right ? That is why we don't go near to the fire because we 
know what is fire and hence we are avoiding it. Similarly, in order to avoid the 
Taaghut we first have to know what is it ? And what are it's effects then only 
we'll be able recognise and avoid it. 

When we don't know what is Taaghut then how can we avoid it ? 

And now look at the verse in which Allaah said: "We sent into every nation a 
messenger (saying) worship Allaah and avoid the Taaghut.." 

Allaah wants us to avoid the TawaaghTt (plural of Taaghut). And is obligatory 
upon us to know Taaghut and how to avoid and reject it. This was all about this 
verse now move on the next verse. 

I'm coming to the meaning and definition of Taaghut just have patience. I just 
want you to know how important the issue of Taaghut is , and how Allaah has 
warned us about Taaghut. 

Now we'll talk about the Taaghut from the verse of Surah Al-Baqarah 

Allaah says: "..Whoever disbelieves in the Taaghut and (then) believes in Allaah 
then he has grasped and trustworthy handhold that will never break.." 


[Surah Al-Baqarah : 256] 
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Look at this verse and how Allaah discusses about disbelieving in the Taaghut 
first and then believing in Allaah alone. And Allaah has placed this with full 
wisdom so that the foundation of the Deen be more stronger. 

So what we came to know is that first we have to reject and disbelieve the 
Taaghut and then we've to believe in Allaah. Got the point ? 

ItisthereinourKalimah 'La a ilaaha illallaah'. 

Laa ilaaha = Means there is no god 

illallaah = Except Allaah 

Ponder upon it. First we are rejecting and disbelieving in all false gods by Saying 
(Laa ilaaha illallaah) And then we are saying (illallaah) except Allaah. 

So here we are first rejecting all types of Taaghut and then believing in Allaah 
alone. This is the real meaning of our Kalimah which many scholars are not 
explaining. They are not telling us to reject the Taaghut they are just telling us to 
believe in Allaah and worship him. We don't become Muslim until and unless we 
reject the Taaghut. 

This is not something new... It's there in our Kalimah only as we have discussed 
above. The only thing is we never noticed this and are not taught by scholars. 

That is why many people are involved in this and they are not Muslims. Because, 
they didn't reject the Taaghut. Now, I hope you came to know its importance. So 
let's move on to the meaning and definition of Taaghut in shaa Allaah. 

General meaning of Taaghut is, the one who is worshipped besides Allaah is 
Taaghut be it human, system or anything. 

Ibn Al qayyim (Rahimahullaah) states: A Taaghut is everyone who exceeded his 
limits whether he is worshipped followed or obeyed. So the Taaghut of any 
people who they make as a judge besides Allaah or follow him without taking 
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any consideration of Allaah or obey him in a matter where they do not know it is 
obedience for Allaah. Whoever does not judge or turn to what the messengers of 
Allaah brought for judgement is eventually following is false deity." 

[ILaam Al-Muwaqqi'een : 1/50] 

ibn Al-Qayyim said. Know that Taaghut are many but their heads are five : 

1. Iblees (May Allaah's curse be upon him). 

2. Whoever is being worshipped and is pleased with it. 

3. Whoever calls the people to worship himself. 

4. Whoever claims that he/she has the knowledge of Unseen. 

5. Whoever Rules by other than what Allaah has revealed is a Taaghut. 

-Quoted by Muhammad ibn Abdul Wahhaab in his book Salaasatul Usool. 

These are five major heads of Taaghut. Read it once or twice and memorize it for 
Allaah's sake so that you can recognize who's Taaghut and also you can avoid and 
reject it easily In Shaa Allaah. And help other Muslims as well to know about 
Taaghut and how to reject it in order to become a true Muslim. 

The main head of Taaghut which we're going to ponder upon is that, 
The one who rules by other than what Allaah has revealed (i.e without 
Qur-aan and hadiths). 

Whoever rules without referring to the Qur-aan and Hadiths is also a Taaghut. 

This the the 5th head from the five heads of Taaghut. 

Every ruler or leader who doesn't rule in accordance with the Qur-aaan and 
Hadiths is a bad ruler and most importantly he is a Taaghut who must be avoided 
and rejected by Muslims. 
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They (rulers) are just following the way of disbelievers and imitating them by 
ruling with man made laws And they are following their desires rather than Qur- 
aan and Hadiths. 

All the leaders who governs other than Qur-aan and Hadiths and those nations 
which are governed by man made laws are disbelievers and has to be rejected 
and avoided by Ummat-e-Muslimah. 

We'll discuss this issue in detail with the permission of Allaah. This is a very serious 
matter which needs to be understood by each and every Muslim. 

I'M GONNA PROVIDE YOU WITH SOME OF THE SAYINGS OF 
SCHOLARS WITH REGARDS TO TAAGHUT : 

1. Shaikh Al-islaam ibn Taimiyyah (Rahimahullaah) said: 

"A person who is obeyed in disobedience to Allaah or the person who is obeyed in 
following other than the guidance of the religion of the truth (i.e. islaam); in either 
case, if what he orders mankind is in opposition to Allaah's orders, then he is a 
Taaghut. For this reason we call the people by other than what Allaah has 
revealed a Taaghut." [Ibn Taimiyyah's Fataawa, Vol : 28/200] 

And he also said: "The one who judges without referring to the Qur-aan is a 
Taaghut." [Majmoo' Al-Fataawa : 201/28] 

2. Muhammad bin Abdul Wahhaab (Rahimahullaah) said: "Taaghut is a general term 
for everything which is worshipped (Ibaadat has been addressed to) besides Allaah. 

So everything to whom ibaadaat has been adressed to (everything what is 
worshipped) and it is pleased to be worshipped - whether it is ma'bud 
(worshipped one), or matbu' (followed one), or the one to whom is obeyed to in 
disobedience to Allaah and His Messenger - is Taaghut." 

[Ad-Durar As-Saniyyah, 1/161] 
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3. "Taaghut is the Shaitaan in the form of a human from whom the people seeks 
judgement and he is their leader." [Reported by At-Tabari: 9770] 

5. Shaykh Sadiq Al-Hashami (Hafizahullaah) said: "The issue of entering into democracy 
is a matter of Aqeedah. Because democracy is Taaghut and Eemaan Billaah is not 
established except with Kufr-Bit-Taaghut." SOURCE: telegram\@puretawheedd 

I Hope these sayings are enough to understand the meaning and 

definition of Taaghut. 

And now we will move on to know about how to reject the TaaghOt. 

HOW TO DISBELIEVE IN TAAGHOT AND HOW TO 

BELIEVE IN ALLAAH. 

Muhammad Bin Abdul Wahhab (Rahimahullaah) said: 

"Know that the first thing which Allaah has ordered (obligatory) to people is: 
Kufr (disbelief) in Taaghut and Eemaan (belief) in Allaah. 

The evidence for it are His Words: 

"Worship only Allaah and avoid Taaghut." [An-Nahl: 36] 

Regarding characteristics of Kufr (rejection) in Taaghut: 

1. To believe (to be convinced) in invalidity of ibaadah addressed to someone else 
(or something else) besides Allaah; [22:62] 

2. To leave/abandon him (l.e v Taaghut); [16:36,22:38 & 2:256] 

3. To hate him [26:77, 60:4] 

4. To make Takfeer his followers (worshippers) [60:4] 

5. To confront them (being enemy to them). [60:4, 2:257] 
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And the meaning of Eemaan (belief) in Allaah is : 

1. To believe (to be convinced) that only Allaah has the right to be worshipped 
besides all others; 

2. To clean (ikhlas) all of Ibaadah and to address them only to Allaah; 

3. To negate ibaadah to all worshipped ones besides Him; 

4. To love Ahlul-ikhlas and to befriend (Al-Wala) them, 

5. To hate Ahlush-shirk (people of Shirk) and to confront them. 

This is Millatu IbraahTm whom rejects only unreasonable one, and this is that 
excellent pattern about whom Allaah has informed us in His Words : 

"There has already been for you an excellent pattern in Abraham and those with 
him, when they said to their people, "Indeed, we are disassociated from you and 
from whatever you worship other than Allaah. We have denied you, and there 
has appeared between us and you animosity and hatred forever until you 
believe in Allaah alone." (Al-Mumtahina : 4) 

"..So everything to whom ibaadaat has been adressed to (everything what is 
worshipped) and it is pleased to be worshipped - whether it is ma'bud (worshipped 
one), or matbu' (followed one), or the one to whom is obeyed to in disobedience 
to Allaah and His Messenger - is Taaghut." [Ad-Durar As-Saniyyah, 1/161] 

And know that a person cannot become a Muslim unless he/she rejects the 
Taaghut. And don't think that there are no scholars who speaks about Taaghut 
when this is a very big and serious matter. There are many scholars of Haqq who 
spoke about the Taaghut which results them to be in prisons for preaching the 
Haqq and raising the voice to know and reject the Taaghut. 

I want to talk about two verses of Qur-aan in which Allaah talks about those 
people who claim to be believers but in reality they are Munafiqeen and liars. 
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He (Allaah) said: "Have you not seen those who claim to have believed in what was 
revealed to you, [O Muhammad], and what was revealed before you ? They wish 
to refer legislation to Taaghut, while they were commanded to reject it; and 
Satan wishes to lead them far astray." (60) And when it is said to them, "Come to 
what Allaah has revealed and to the Messenger," you see the hypocrites turning 
away from you in aversion." (61) [Surah An-Nisaa : 60,61] 

Here Allaah declares those who do not refer to Qur-aan and Hadiths for 
judgement. We have to make judgements from the Qur-aan and Hadiths only no 
other way. Those who wish to go to Taaghut for judgements they are 
Munafiqeen (hypocrites). 

Allaah says: "..Hukm (ruling/legislation) is for none but for Allaah (alone) He has 

commanded that you worship not except Him. That is the correct religion, but 

most of the people do not know." [Surah Yoosuf: 40] 

Allaah said: "And He makes NONE TO SHARE in His legislation/Decision/Rule." 

[Surah Al-Kahf, 18:26] 

WHAT IS THE RULING ON THE ONE WHO JUDGES BY OTHER THAN WHAT ALLAAH 
SENT DOWN AND WHAT IS WAAJIB (OBLIGATORY) ON US TOWARDS HIM ? 

QUESTION: What is the Shariah ruling (or judging) by other than what Allah sent 
down (i.e. The Shariah) and is it like the rulers of the Ummawiyaah and Abassiyah 
states - KUFR DUNA KUFR - or is their kufr the kufr which exits one from the 
Millah (Islam, i.e Major kufr). And what is Waajib on us towards these rulers so as 
that we will be excused in front of Allah, in either situation ? 

ANSWER: Shaykh Ali al Khudayr: The ruler who rules by other than what Allah 
sent down, whether that is by the man made laws or whether it is by customs 
and traditions, theses are kuffaar mushrikeen. 
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Allaah said: He makes none to share in His Decision and His Rule [Al-Kahf 18:26] 

And Allaah Said: The decision is only for Allah [Al-An'aam 6:57] 

AND THEIR KUFR IS KUFR AKBAR (major kufr) by Ijmaa (concensus) and this 
consensus was reported by Ibn Kathir and others from his contemporaries from 
Ahlus Sunnah. 

Allaah Said: And whosoever does not judge by what Allah has revealed, such are 
the Kafirun. [Al-Maaidah 5:44] 

And Allah Says: "Have you seen those (hyprocrites) who claim that they believe 
in that which has been sent down to you, and that which was sent down before 
you, and they wish to go for judgement (in their disputes) to the Taghut (false 
judges, etc.) while they have been ordered to reject them." [An Nisaa' 4:60] 

And Allah Says: Or have they partners with Allah (false gods), who have instituted 
for them a religion which Allah has not allowed. [Ash-Shoora 42:21] 

And this is the case today, we see them judge between the people by the man 
made laws and in some places that is called by other than its name, 

however we look at the reality and the meaning (of these laws) and not the name 
and deceits (given to them). 

As for the Judge, if he judges in a single case by his whims or desires, and not 
according to the man made laws, regulations, the system or by customs or 
traditions, then this here is Kufr Duna Kufr, as in the hadeeth: 

The judges are three: Two judges that are in the Fire" 

Then it speaks about the ignorant judge and the judge who rules by desires - and 
this is the relevant point from the hadeeth. (reported in the Sunan) 

And Ibn Abdil Barr said in "Al Tamheed" that this example is from the major sins 
by ijma - and this was what happened in that Umawiyyah and Abbasiyyah states. 
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What is woojib on us to do towards these rulers so as we will be 
excused in front of Allaah ? 

Answer: Do not go to the courts of the Taaghut which rule by man made laws, 
and adopt the Millah of Ibrahim, that is: 

when they said to their people: "Verily, we are free from you and whatever you 
worship besides Allah, we have rejected you, and there has started between us 
and you, hostility and hatred for ever, until you believe in Allah Alone," 

[Al-Mumtahinah 60:4] 

And act upon these ayat, Allah said: Therefore proclaim openly that which you 
are commanded, and turn away from Al-Mushrikun [Al-Hijr 15:94] 

And Allaah Says: Follow what has been inspired to you (O Muhammad ;£!$&) from 

your Lord, La ilaha ilia Huwa (none has the right to be worshipped but He) and 
turn aside from Al-Mushrikun. [Al An'aam 6:106] And Allah Said: Say: O you 
kafiroon, I worship not that what you worship. [Al-Kaafiroon 109:2] 

And you must hate them and have hostility to them and no wala (loyalty) 

Allaah Said: You will not find any people who believe in Allah and the Last Day, 
making friendship with those who oppose Allah and His Messenger, even though 
they were their fathers, or their sons, or their brothers, or their kindred (people). 

[Al-Mujaadalah, 58:22] 

And Jihaad against them according to ability and preventing corruption after 
hijrah and seperating (from them) 

"O Prophet! Strive hard against the disbelievers and the hypocrites , and be harsh 
against them.." [At-Tawbah 9:73] 
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And if you can't do this then have patience until the order of Allaah Comes but 
struggle against them (in the meantime) a Jihaad other than weapons (if one is not 
capable of the first) "So obey not the disbelievers, but strive against them (by 
preaching) with the utmost endeavour, with it (the Qur-aan)." [Al-Furqaan 25:52] 


IS RULING BY MAN-MADE LAWS KUFR DUNA KUFR ? 

Know that the narration of ibn abbaas (RadiyAllaahu Anhu) saying Kufr Duna Kufr 
(Kufr of a lesser degree) is a weak and it's Muttarib narration means Unstable and 

not authentic as researched by great Scholar of Hadiths Shaikh Sulaymaan ibn 
Naasir Al-Ulwaan (May Allaah hasten his release). 

Scholars cannot make up their mind about who said this statement "Kufr Duna 
Kufr". Some of them said, ibn abbaas said it and some said Taawus said it (a 

Taaba'ee who never met prophet Firstly, this difference should be cleared 

because this is not clear who made this statement. 

Let's say for argument sake that Ibn Abbaas said Kufr Duna Kufr. What was he 
talking about ? Who was he talking to ? Ibn Abbaas was talking to Khawarij who 
lived in the time of Ali (RadiyAllaahu Anhu). Ibn abbaas wasn't talking about the 
Sharee'ah. Do you know why ? Because he did not dismantle the Sharee'ah 

during his caliphate and he was one of the four rightly guided Caliphs. So the 
Sharee'ah was not called into question. Therefore, the Sharee'ah was not the 
subject which was being discussed. Ibn Abbaas was talking about the Fitnah of Ali 
and Muaaviyah (RadiyAllaahu Anhuma). Sahaabah killing Sahaabah. 

The Madkhali put a spin on the Hadith and said: "What Ibn Abbaas meant is the 
Sharee'ah of Allaah. When you dismantle the Sharee'ah of Allaah it is Kufr Duna 
Kufr (minor kufr). So when you dismantle the Sharee'ah don't worry about it, 
because it's minor kufr". 

This is the spin they (Madkhali) put on it. We say to them. Ibn Katheer and ibn 
Taymiyyah said:

Ibn Katheer said: "So whosoever abandons the wise sharee'ah which was 
revealed to Muhammad the seal of prophets and goes to other abrogated 
sharee'ah for judgement, he becomes a kaafir. 

So how about the one who goes to al-yaasiq (man-made law) for judgment and 
gives it precedence over the sharee'ah of Muhammad. Whosoever does this has 
become a kaafir by the ijmaa (consensus) of the muslims. 

[Al-Bidaaya Wan-Nihaaya, Vol-13, Pg : 119] 

Examine carefully the Fatwa of Ibn Katheer. He said: "The mere 
abandonment of the Sharee'ah makes him a Kaafir.'' 

A Madkhali, Saudi salafi will say: "You have to abandon the Sharee'ah plus have 
to give legitimacy to the abandonment. You have to do istihlaal (to make what is 
Halaal and Haraam) So as long as you didn't legitimise its abandonment and didn't 
do istihlaal you're fine and good to go and you're a Muslim perfect in Eemaan." 

This is how evil this people are. The hadith Kufr Duna Kufr is a weak hadith and 
you can't base your Aqeedah on weak hadith. 

Ibn taymiyyah said: And it is known from the religion of islaam by necessity and 
by the consensus of all muslims that whoever legalizes to follow other than the 

Sharee'ah of Muhammad [$£&>), he is a Kaafir. And his Kufr is similar to that of 
the one who believes in some part of the book (qur-aan) and reject some of it." 

[MajimT Al-Fataawa, Vol-28, Pg : 524] 

If to dismantle the sharee'ah of allaah was a minor issue, why did allaah change 
the jews to apes and swine in the time of David when they dislodged the 
sharee'ah ? [Al-Maaidah:60] 

May be Madkhalis are saying, Allaah was overreacting. May be that's what 
they're claiming that He (Allaah) was overreacting because he turned the jews 
into apes and swine for something which was minor (Na'oozubillaah). This is how 
you can checkmate a Madkhali, Saudi Salafi. 
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RULING ON THE ONE WHO DEFENDS THE TAAGHUT 

ByShaykh 'Ali ibn Khudhayr Al-Khudhayr. 

QUESTION: "There is a certain individual who defends (in arguments) the 
Tawaaghit day and night, and the Hujjah (evidence) has been established upon 
him dozens of times - yet he makes excuses for the actions of the Tawaaghit. So 
what is the ruling regarding such an individual ?" 

Shaykh 'Ali Al-Khudhayr ANSWERED: If these Tawaaghit are kuffaar (in their eyes) 
that their kufr has been established - and he views them as kuffaar - and then 
yet he defends them: Then he is a kaafir just like them. As Allaah (Most High) has 
said: “And those who disbelieve are allies to one another..." [Al-Anfaal: 73] 

And because his action of defending them, is Tawalli (alliance) with them. And 
Allaah has said: 

“And thus We do make the Zaalimeen Awliya' (supporters and helpers) one to 
another, because of that which they used to earn."[AI-An'aam: 129] 

And He (Most High) has also said: “Verily, the Thaalimeen Awliya" (supporters 
and helpers) one to another, but Allaah is the Wali of the Muttaqeen." 

[Al-Jaathiyah: 19] 

But on the other hand: If he thinks that the rulers are upon Islaam, or 
reality of their situation is in doubt - Then as long as you continue to give him 
your sincere advice and admonishment, then you have fulfilled your obligations. 

But, if he thinks they are not upon kufr, but he is aware of their oppression and 
betrayal, and yet argues in their defense - then for him is the Statement of Allaah 
(Most High): 

“And argue not on behalf of those who deceive themselves." [An-Nisaa : 107] 

And: "So be not a pleader for the treacherous." [An-Nisaa : 105] 
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And: "My Lord! For that with which You have favoured me, I will never more be a 
helper for the Mujrimun!" [Al-Qasas: 17] 

We ask Allaah to guide us and make us steadfast upon his Deen and make us 
amongst the dwellers of paradise and make us reach the highest rank or level in 
jannah which is Al-Firdaws (Aammeen !) 

WHAT IS THE RULING OF DEMOCRACY IN ISLAAM ? 

Democracy is a system that is contrary to Islam, because it gives the power of 
legislation to the people or to those who represent them (such as members of 
Parliament). Based on that, in democracy legislative authority is given to someone 
other than Allah, may He be exalted; rather it is given to the people and their 
deputies, and what matters is not their consensus but the majority. 

Thus what the majority agree upon becomes laws that are binding on the nation, 
even if it is contrary to common sense, religious teaching or reason. In these 
systems legislation has been promulgated allowing abortion, same-sex marriage 
and usurious interest (riba); the rulings of sharee'ah have been abolished; and 
fornication/adultery and the drinking of alcohol are permitted. In fact this system 
is at war with Islam and its followers. 

Allaah, may He be exalted, has told us in the His Book that legislative authority 
belongs to Him alone ; and that He is the wisest of those who issue rulings and 
judge. He has forbidden the association of anyone with Him in His authority , 
and no one is better than Him in ruling. Allah, may He be exalted, says 
(interpretation of the meaning): “So the judgement is only with Allaah, the Most 
High, the Most Great!" [Ghaafir 40:12] 

“The command (or the judgement) is for none but Allaah. He has commanded 
that you worship none but Him (i.e. His Monotheism), that is the (true) straight 
religion, but most men know not" [Yoosuf 12:40] 

“is not Allaah the Best of judges ?" [At-Teen 95:8] 
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“And He makes none to share in His Decision and His Rule 7 " [Al-Kahf 18:26] 

"Do they then seek the judgement of (the Days of) Ignorance ? And who is better 
in judgement than Allaah for a people who have firm Faith ? " [Al-Maaidah 5:50], 

Allaah is the Creator of all things and He knows what is good for them and what 
is in their best interests of rulings. 

Human beings vary in intellect, attitude and customs, and they are unaware of 
what is best for them, let alone what is best for others. Hence in societies that 
are ruled by the people in terms of legislation and laws, one sees only corruption, 
immorality and disintegration of the social fabric. 

It says in Mawsoo'ah al-Adyaan wa'I-Madhaahib al-Mu'aasirah (2/1066): 

Undoubtedly democratic systems are one of the modern forms of shirk, in terms 
of obedience and submission, or in legislation, as it disregards the authority of 
the Creator, may He be glorified and exalted, and His absolute right of legislation, 
and regards that as one of the rights of created beings. But Allaah, may He be 
exalted, says (interpretation of the meaning): 

"The command (or the judgement) is for none but Allah. He has commanded that 
you worship none but Him (i.e. His Monotheism), that is the (true) straight 
religion, but most men know not." [Yoosuf 12:40] The decision is only for Allah, He 
declares the truth, and He is the Best of judges." [Al-An'aam 6:57]. 

DEMOCRACY: SYSTEM OF SHIRK AND KUFR 

We Muslims don't need this democratic ways, system of Shirk and Kufr that are 
govern by man-made laws, if the majority decides through voting that Alcohol, 
Adultery, Marriage of the same gender are legal (Halaal) then it will become Legal

our own manners and we have our own character. Yet we still are hurrying along 
behind the Kuffaar (disbelievers and polytheists) gasping and out of breath due 
to our efforts to follow them into corruption." [From the Radio program Noor Alaa Darb] 

FATWA OF SHAIKH SULEIMAN ANWAR 

Response to Those Calling for Support of Parliamentary/Congressional 
Democracy and Participation Therein. (Revised) 

Before addressing the subject of the fatwa, we must clearly understand that 
legislation of parliamentary democracies is by nature subject to the whims and 
desires of the majority, and many times (as is the case in the United States) by the 
whims and desires of pressure groups/lobbies. The will of the majority (or of the 
powerful elements of society) takes precedence over Allaah's legislation/rulings. 

This is not the model/methodology established by Allaah and His Messenger 
(Peace be upon him), and is in fact contrary to it. Allah says: 

"O you who have believed, obey Allaah and obey the Messenger and those in 
authority among you (from the muslims/not the kuffaar)." [4:59] 
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"iDecidedly the judgment is with none except Allaah." [6:57] 

"Have you not seen those who claim to have believed in what was revealed to you, 
[O Muhammad], and what was revealed before you ? 

They wish to refer legislation to Taaghut, while they were commanded to reject 

it; and Satan wishes to lead them far astray." [4:60] 

Allaah (Azzawajaal) clearly legislates that whoever rules by other than what 
Allaah has sent down is a disbeliever. "And whoever does not judge by what Allah 
has revealed - then it is those who are the disbelievers." [5:44] 

FATWA: Anyone who willingly/intentionally promotes, supports, and participates 
in a system of governance other than the one legislated by Allaah and His 
Messenger is clearly a disbeliever. 

The reasons are as follows : 

1) It rejects and denies the following verse: 

O you who have believed, obey Allaah and obey the Messenger and those in 
authority among you (from the muslims/not the kuffaar). 4:59 

2) It places the disbelievers in positions of authority over the believers. 

And Allaah says: And never will Allaah give the disbelievers over the believers a 
way [to overcome them]. [4:14] 

3) The muslim has no business imitating or participating in a system of 
governance invented/created by the disbelievers. 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) said: “He who innovates something in this 
matter of ours (i.e., Islaam) that is not of it will have it rejected (by Allaah)." 

4) Democracy is a decisive system that creates animosity and discord between 
the believers (and disbleivers). Democracy violates the following 
commands/verses: 
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"And hold firmly to the rope of Allah all together and do not become divided. 

And remember the favor of Allaah upon you - when you were enemies and He 
brought your hearts together and you became, by His favor, brothers." [3:103] 

"The believers are but brothers, so make settlement between your brothers. And 
fear Allaah that you may receive mercy." [49:10] 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) said: 

"Muslims are like one body of a person; if the eye is sore, the whole body aches, 
and if the headaches, the whole body aches." [Saheeh Muslim] 

5) Allaah says that the disbelievers have animosity and enmity toward one 
another, and democracy is a reflection of it. 

"You think that they are united, whereas [in fact] their hearts are at odds [with 
one another]: this, because they are people who will not use their reason." [59:14] 

6) Voting for politician and putting them in positions of authority amounts to 
taking them as friends, protectors and allies (Auliya 1 ). Allaah commands us not to 
do so, and whoever does has left Islam. Allah says: 

"O you who believe! Take not (your) Bitaanah (advisors, consultants, protectors, 
helpers, friends, etc.) those outside your religion (pagans, Jews, Christians, and 
hypocrites) since they will not fail to do their best to corrupt you. They desire to 
harm you severely. Hatred has already appeared from their mouths , but what 
their breasts conceal is far worse. Indeed We have made plain to you the Aayaat 
(proofs, evidences, verses) if you understand." [3:118] 

And if any amongst you takes them (the disbelievers) as Auliya' 
(friends/protectors/allies), then surely he is one of them. [5:51] 

To those who reject, I remind them of the following verse: "And who does 
greater evil than he who is reminded of the signs of His Lord, then turns away from 
them? We shall take vengeance upon the criminals." [32:22]

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SHEIKH AHMED BIN YAHYA AN-NAJMEE ON VOTING 

AND ELECTIONS. Today the Shaikh was asked the following question : 

QUESTIONER: O beloved Shaikh, what is the ruling on Muslims in America taking 
part in voting and elections , if they feel this will somehow benefit Islaam and the 
Muslims ? 

SHAIKH: The system of elections is an innovation and it is not permissible for the 
Muslims to participate in them alongside the disbelievers. 

QUESTIONER: The reason for their participation, is that if they support and vote 
for an individual running for a particular position; even if this person is a 
disbeliever, this person will in turn give the Muslims land for building schools and 
masjids. 

SHAIKH: Oh my brother, is it permissible for the Muslims to enter into 
innovations and join and work with the disbelievers to obtain something that 
may take place, or may not! This is not correct in my opinion. 

Date of call: February 27, 2007 

Shaykh Muqbil (Rahimahullaah) said, quote: 

"And I say: Are elections not, except the path of democracy? ...Democracy is 
disbelief (kufr) because it means that the populace rules itself by itself. It means 
there is no Book [Qur'an] and no Sunnah and no Islaam, and the allowing of 
fornication and homosexuality." [Tuhfatul Mujeeb : 303] 

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN SHOORA AND DEMOCRACY. 

Some people think that the word democracy is equivalent to shoora (consultation) in 
Islaam ! This is a mistaken notion for many reasons, including the following : 

1. Shoora has to do with new matters that arise or with matters that are not 
explained in detail in the texts of the Qur'an or Sunnah. 
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With regard to the "rule of the people", the people may discuss what is well- 
established in religion, which may lead to refusing to acknowledge the 
prohibitions on that which is forbidden, and to forbidding that which Allaah has 
permitted or made obligatory. 

So the sale of alcohol is permitted according to these laws, as are 
fornication/adultery and riba (usury), but these laws put pressures on Islaamic 
organizations and the activities of those who call people to Allaah. This is 
diametrically opposed to sharee'ah, so what does this have to do with shoora ? 

2. The majlis ash-shoora (consultative committee) is to be formed of people who 
have a deep knowledge of fiqh, Islaam and sharee'ah, fahm, and have a high level 
of piety and good character. So no one who is of bad character or foolish, or is a 
disbeliever or atheist, is to be consulted or involved in the shoora process. 

As for the democratic councils of representatives, they pay no attention to 
any of the conditions mentioned above. The representative may be a 
disbeliever, or of bad character or foolish. What does this have to do with 

shoora as prescribed in Islaam ? 

3. Shoora is not binding upon the ruler; the ruler may give precedence to the 
view of one member of the council that is supported by proof, and prefer his 
view over that of the other council members, 

whereas in the case of representative democracy, the agreement of the majority 
becomes legally binding upon the people. Once this is known, then what the 
Muslims must do is be proud of their religion and trust that the rulings of the Lord 
are best for them in this world and in the Hereafter, and they should disavow 
systems that go against the laws of Allaah. 
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What all other Muslims must do - rulers and ruled alike - is adhere to the laws 
of Allaah, may He be exalted, in all their affairs. It is not permissible for anyone to 
follow a system or methodology other than Islaam 

One of the indications of their acceptance of Allaah as their Lord, Islaam as their 
religion, and Muhammad as their Prophet and Messenger, is that the 

Muslims adhere to Islaam outwardly and inwardly; 

they respect the laws of Allaah and follow the Sunnah of the Prophet (;£!§&). We 
ask Allaah to honour us with Islam and to cause the plots of the traitors to fail. 

And Allaah knows best.

CONDITIONS OF APPLYING THE PRINCIPLE: ALLOWING THE 
LESSER HARM TO AVOID THE GREATER HARM. 

It is a must that the expected benefit be real, not a delusion. So we do not allow 
a real harm in order to try to bring about an imaginary benefit. So if the 

democratic system were serving Islaam and its Sharee'ah with a real service, then 
it would have succeeded in Egypt, or Syria, or Algeria, or Pakistan, or Turkey, or 

any country in the world for the last sixty years. 

So it is well known that democracy has many harms, such as abrogating the 
Sharee'ah of Islaam and sufficing without the Messengers, because the lawful 
and unlawful is determined by the views of the majority, not by what the 
Messengers have informed about. 

And it is well known that from amongst the harms of democracy is destroying 
the basis of Al-Walaa' Wal-Baraa' (allegiance and enmity) based upon the Religion 
and watering down the clarity of 'aqeedah in order to win over the hearts, and 
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then to eventually win over the voices, and then to eventually win over the 
parliamentary seats. Whosoever knows this, then it is not for him to say that 
entering into such positions is the lesser of two harms rather the opposite is 
correct. And if we concede that both positions are equal here, then removing the 
harm takes precedence over bringing about benefit. 

Is there no other way to bring about benefit, except by allowing this harm ? So if 
we answer in the affirmative to this question, then we have ruled that the 

methodology of Muhammad (JUsigs) is not beneficial for establishing the rule of 
Allaah in the earth once again. 

As for the people of the truth, then they know that the path of democracy does 
not increase the Ummah, except in weakness. Due to this, the enemies of Islaam 
from the Jews, the Christians and other than them desire it and they have set out 
to guard this idol (i.e. this Democracy, the modern idol) that has existed 
throughout time. And Allaah is well acquainted with what they intend. 

VOTING FOR MAN-MADE LAWS IS SHIRK. 

Selecting any law other than law of Islaam is Major Shirk & Kufr. Even any so 
called Islaamic country's man made Law goes against the law of Allaah is shirk. 

When you say Laa llaaha illAllaah - you accept there is No one worthy of worship 
except Allaah. It means there is NO POWER to submit to except for ALLAAH. Hence 
there is NONE EQUAL to Allaah in His ATTRIBUTES. 

He has 99 names, if anybody claims to have any of the attributes of Allaah then 
this person/system is a Taaghut. Taaghut is anything that is worshipped other 
than Allaah. As Muslims we MUST REJECT ALL TAAGHUT. 

Allaah says: "Whoever disbelieves in Taaghut and believes in Allaah, then he has 
grasped the most trustworthy handhold that will never break." [Al-Baqarah 2:256] 
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"And verily We sent to every nation a messenger (proclaiming): "Worship Allaah 
and avoid (or keep away) from Taaghut (all false deities)" [An-Nahl 16:36] 

One of His names is that He's Al-Hakam - the Only LAW MAKER. Rule is for none 
except Allaah. Democracy itself means "Rule of People" which is clear Shirk. 

So if anyone who legislates laws that are not from Qur-aan and Sunnah, then this 
person becomes a Taaghut and a Kaafir as only Allaah is AL-HAKAM -the One who 
legislates Law. 

There are many verses of the Qur'aan to prove that Allaah is the only law giver: 

"The hukm (legislation) is for none but Allaah. He has commanded that you 
worship none but Him, that is the straight religion but most men know not" 

(Yoosuf 12:40) 

"And He makes none share in His decision and rule (hukm)" [Al-Kahf 18:26] 

These verses proves without doubt that only Allaah has the right of making laws 
that should be followed by man. As Muslims cannot obey any Laws that have 
been legislated by other than Allaah. 

"Or do they have partners with Allaah to legislate for them in the deen what Allaah 
does not allow ?" [Ash-Shoora, 42:21] 

Taking someone else as lawgiver except Allaah is Major Shirk. When you vote you're 
electing a party to come into power which will implement man-made laws. 

VOTING FOR KUFR & SHIRK IS APOSTASY 

Obeying any man-made system knowingly with consent for its source, different 
to Allaah is an act of apostasy. For Allaah says, 

"Eat not, O believers, of that meat on which Allaah's name has not been 
pronounced at the time of slaughtering the animal, for surely it is Fisq (a sin and 
disobedience of Allaah) and certainly the evil do inspire their friends to dispute 
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with you and if you were to obey them by making a dead (un-slaughtered) animal 
lawful and eating it, then you would indeed be Mushrikoon (polytheists) 7 '. 

[EMQ 6:121] 

As for the circumstances of this verse, it has been recorded in Al-Hakim upon the 
authority of Ibn Abbas that this verse was addressing Muslims when a group of 
Mushrikeen were debating with them on the issue of legislating. The Mushrikeen 
said: 'You call the sheep upon which the name of Allaah has not been mentioned; 
dead, yet who is the one who killed her ? 

The Muslims said, 'Allaah.' So they replied, 'So what Allah has killed or slaughtered 
by a golden knife is unlawful and what you have slaughtered with a metal knife is 
lawful ? 

To which Allaah revealed the above Aayah. The above evidences and the 
circumstances of revelation are quite explicit in distinguishing between 
committing a Haraam (prohibited) action and actually following the kuffaar 
when they rule against Allaah's laws. Committing any prohibited deed results in 
sin which will be accounted for on the Day of Judgment. 

However, when Allaah has declared a particular matter haraam or prohibited, if 
one where to obey and follow those who disregard the ruling and say that it is 
allowed, then by doing this action it constitutes committing Shirk (associating 
partners with Allaah) and one becomes a Mushrik. 

SCHOLARS CANNOT PERMIT WHAT ALLAH HAS FORBIDDEN. 

One of the main excuses some people use today in attempt to justify the evil act of 
voting for a person to make law on one's behalf is that the majority of Muslim scholars 
say it is allowed to vote, and some even go further saying it is a religious duty. 
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This, like every other so-called argument used to justify voting for man to play 
the role of God and make law, is entirely flawed and can never be used as an 
excuse to associate partners with Allaah by choosing a lawmaker besides Him. 

There are many places in the Qur-aan in which Allaah informs us of individuals in 
the past who were favoured by Him and were given knowledge, yet they abused 
the knowledge they were given, started to follow their own desires and misled 
the people. For example, the Jews and Christians (People of the Book) were 
accused by Allah of worshiping their rabbis and priests by obeying and following 
their religious edicts which clearly went against the commands of Allaah. 

Allaah says in the Qur-aan: "They (Jews and Christians) took their rabbis and their 
monks to be their lords besides Allaah (by obeying them in things which they 
made lawful or unlawful according to their own desires without being ordered 
by Allah) (EMQ at-Tawbah, 9:31) 

'Adee bin Haatim used to be a Christian. When he heard the Messenger of Allaah 
recite the above verse. He tried to deny this and responded: "We did not 
worship them (rabbis and priests)." 

The Prophet replied: "Did they (rabbis and priests) not forbid what Allaah 

permitted and hence you forbade it; and they permitted what Allaah forbade 
and thus you permitted it ?" 'Adee replied "Yes." The Prophet (;£$&) said: "That is 
how you worshipped them." [At-Tirmizee : 3095 (Hasan)] 

After this incident 'Adee (RadiyAllaahu Anhu) embraced Islaam. 

So it can be argued that any Muslim who blindly follows a scholar when he 
permits what Allah forbids has taken him as a lord and false god besides Allaah. 

Any matter which is clearly forbidden by Allaah - such as alcohol, committing shirk 
(in this case, voting for man to make law), adultery, interest (ribaa), and so forth - 

cannot be made lawful by scholars. 
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Moreover, one cannot claim on the Day of Judgement that they were merely 
following their scholars or the majority of people and therefore cannot be 
blamed for their actions. Allaah says: 

"And those who followed (blindly) will say: "If only we had one more chance to 
return (to the worldly life), we would disown (declare ourselves as innocent 
from) them as they have disowned (declared themselves as innocent from) us." 

Thus Allaah will show them their deeds as regrets for them. And they will never get 
out of the Fire." (EMQal-Baqarah, 2:167) 

Furthermore, it is reported in Musnad Ahmad that Allaah's Messenger said: 

"Verily, what I fear most for my Ummah is misguided Scholars." 

There can be no doubt that the misguided Imaams (or scholars) of today are 
those who allow voting for man-made law by twisting the verses of Allaah and 
Shari'ah principles in order to achieve popularity, maintain their career and please 
the masses, tyrannical governments and disbelievers. 

CONVERSATION BETWEEN A DEMOCRAT AND A MUSLIM. 

A democrat (mushrik) said to me: since you say democracy is a major shirk: why 
then do you attend school, why do u go to bank, why do accept tragic rules, why 
do u further ur education ?" 

I smiled and said to him: This world belongs to Allaah the Lord of mankind, 
Allaah is the Law giver and you disobey Allaah, you degrade Allaah and deprived 
Allaah's sole right of legislation to man, why then are you living, roaming around 
the world of Allaah ? This world belong to Allaah so leave and go to your own 
world where democrats are the owners. You have no right to live in this world 
knowing it belong to Allaah you deprive sole right of legislation to. 

The Kaafir said: "nonsense, I have degree in Islaamic studies, what do you have?" 
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I said: "Name one Sahaabi that has ordinary diploma in Islaamic studies or even 
the tabi'een". The Kaafir left and said: "You are too small to debate with me." 

Allaahu Akbar stay on the right path and no matter the little knowledge you 
have Allaah will elevate your status and your knowledge will have light and no 
any democrat can be victorious over you because you are on Haqq. 

WHAT MAKES SOMEONE AN 'AALIM (Scholar) ? 


What makes someone an 'aalim is not the level of knowledge they have, the 
length of their beard or their credentials. The Sahaabah, for example, did not 
study at a "renowned" institution and nor did they achieve any certificates, 
credentials, degrees, PhDs, and so forth. Despite this, they were the greatest 
'Ulamaa (scholars) the Ummah has ever seen. 

What makes someone an 'Aalim, besides having knowledge , is when they 
engage in the duties of the Anbiyaa (Prophets). 

Allah's Messenger said, "The "Ulamaa are the inheritors of the Prophets." 

Therefore, in order for one to be considered an "aalim, they must engage in the 
duties of the Prophets. The mission of the previous Prophets was to call people 
away from shirk (associating partners with Allah) and taaghout (false gods, such as 
lawmakers or MPs). They called society to Tawheed and to reject man-made laws 
as well as kufr (un-lslamic) ideals, ways of life and values such as freedom, 
democracy, liberalism and so forth. 

In what way have those so-called scholars (who try to justify voting for kufr law) 
suffered for the sake of Allaah and the Deen of Islaam ? Rather than calling 
people away from shirk and to shun Taaghut (false gods), we find them calling us 
to commit shirk for their personal interests and benefit (maslahah) and to obey 
Taaghut (those who rule by other than what Allaah has revealed). 
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What excuse do these sad individuals have for not speaking out against this 
great evil ? Unlike scholars in the Middle East, they are not being threatened with 
torture, imprisonment or death yet they are still afraid of upsetting the masses, 
gaining notoriety or being labelled an extremist. 

There is a famous principle in Islam: "The Haqq (truth) is known by the daleel 
(divine evidence), not by men." Therefore, the Haqq is not established by the 
number of people that agree with it or the number of "renowned" or celebrity-like 
scholars who state it. Rather, the Haqq is known by the daleel (Qur-aan and 
Sunnah, by the understanding of the Sahaabah). 


Lastly, I would like to conclude with one statement for the Seeker of truth. 


"A person who is seeking the truth one authentic evidence will be enough 
for him and a person who is upon his desires and following their scholars 
blindly then thousand evidences will still not be sufficient for him." 
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
